SIR FELIX POLE’S REVIEW 


The Thirty-eighth Annual General Meeting of stockholders of 
Associated Electrical Industries, Limited, was held, on 1 April, 
at Bush House, Aldwych, London, W.C. Ms f . 

Sir Felix J. C. Pole (the chairman), presiding, said : The 
profit made during the year, including dividends from subsidiary 
companies, which dividends in the aggregate were less than the 
profits earned, amounted to £1,290,008, an increase of £234,384, 
and your directors recommend a dividend on the ordinary stock 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, less tax, leaving a balance 
to be carried forward of £220,015. 

GROWING VOLUME OF ORDERS 

If you will now turn to the report you will note the statement 
that the output from the various works of the group was greater 
than in previous years. Orders received during the year 1937 as 
well as orders in hand at 31 December last showed a substantial 
increase over those for 1986 and constituted a record. As a 
matter of fact all previous records have been broken, as will be 
apparent from the fact that our group had last week 41,721 
employees at work. 


METROPOLITAN-VICKERS ELECTRICAL COMPANY 

As you are aware, your company owns the assets of the Metro- 
politan-Vickers Electrical Company, and therefore, I have 
usually mentioned some of the outstanding points affecting that 
company. 

In the first place, we are co-operating closely with the Govern- 
ment in connection with the munitions programme. We have 
undertaken important munitions contracts and have also placed 
our research facilities at the disposal of the Government, but we 
have in no way prejudiced our capacity to execute home and 
export orders. 

Large orders received include one from the Victoria Falls and 
Transvaal Power Company for four more 33,000 kw. turbo- 
alternator sets for the Klip River power station. This company 
had previously ordered eight of these sets, so that when the 
station is completed there will be 12 sets, all of Metropolitan- 
Vickers Company’s manufacture, and it will be unique in being 
the only power station in the world equipped with 12 33,000 kw. 
sets of the same design and manufacture. We have received an 
order for another 100,000 kw. turbo-alternator set for the 
London Power Company’s Battersea station, also a large repeat 
order for switchgear for the same station, while the South 
African Railways ordered 42 locomotives similar to the 120 
previously supplied by Metropolitan- Vickers Electrical Company. 

Another very important railway order is for the London and 
North Eastern Railway for the electrical equipment for 70 mixed 
traffic locomotives required for the Manchester-Sheffield electri- 
fication, a notable step in the history of the railways of this 
country as this will be the first section of main line to be worked 
wholly by electric locomotives. 

The Central Electricity Board placed a considerable amount 
of business with us, and we hope to receive many more orders 
from them, having regard to the continued growth of output 
from authorised supply authorities. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S OPERATIONS 

Reviewing the past year I might say in a sentence that it 
was notable for the large number of orders for turbo-alternator 
sets, switchgear, transformers, etc., for use at home and 
overseas, 

Of apparatus in process of manufacture or completed during 
the year, I may mention the 7,000 h.p. mill motor constructed for 
Richard Thomas and Company’s Ebbw Vale works, which is 
the largest D.C. mill motor built in this country. A second 
40,000 kva. transformer was delivered to the Sheffield Corpora- 
tion. and put into commission during the year. 

The first section of the electrification of the Central Railway 
of Brazil has been put into commercial service, the inauguration 
ceremony having taken place on 10 July last, in the presence 
of the President of the Republic. 


THE EXPORT BUSINESS 

From what has been said at previous annual meetings you will 
be aware that we attach great importance to export business, 
and our managing director and I—as also the directors of our 
subsidiary companies—firmly believe in the value of making 
personal contact with our overseas customers. This year Mr. 
Lusk has visited Egypt, and I have been to South Africa, and 
we both returned feeling that our time had been well spent. For 
some years past we have done a very large business in South 
Africa, including winders for mines, generating station equip- 
ment, and railway electrification. Last year’s business was most 
gratifying, and, having talked to many of our customers in the 
Dominion, as well as in Rhodesia, I can say most definitely that 
as regards all types of engineering plant your companies have a 
very high reputation for the quality of their products and the 
technical skill of the engineering staff there as well as at home. 

Electrical domestic appliances that are favoured here were 
said to be unattractive overseas, and there is no doubt that 
there are grounds for this criticism and that we need carefully 
to review our designs of household electrical appliances. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 








COMPANY MEETING 
AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE AND 
ELECTRIC COMPANY 


SIR ALEXANDER ROGER’S REVIEW 


The Annual General Meeting of the Automatic Telephone and 
Electric Company, Limited, was held, on 31 March, at the 
Incorporated Accountants’ Hall, Victoria Embankment, London, 
W.C 


Sir Alexander Roger, chairman of the company, presided, 
and in moving the adoption of the report and accounts said that 
they were in respect of the first full year’s working since the 
company had acquired the manufacturing and other business 
formerly carried on by the Automatic Electric Company, 
Limited. The benefits derived were substantial and already 
justified the amalgamation of the two companies. Coupled with 
the advantages which had accrued from a larger turnover, the 
directors were able to report a gross profit of £209,242, as 
against £149,283 and a net profit of £148,624, as against £133,564, 

At the last meeting he had informed the shareholders that the 
company was spending about £100,000 on factory extensions to 
meet the demands of the company’s principal customer, the 
British Post Office. When the plans were completed they would 
be able to increase production and cut down a great deal of 
night work and overtime. 

If shareholders approved the dividend of 7 per cent. on the 
cumulative preference stock, the transfer of £10,000 to general 
reserve, and a dividend for the year of 10 per cent. on both the 
ordinary stock and the deferred stock and shares (including 
the interim of 3 per cent. already paid on the ordinary stock), 
there would be £105,632 to be carried forward—an increase of 
£20,186. 


ELEXCEL, LIMITED 


In regard to Elexcel, Limited, a great amount of effort had 
been expended in developing the sales organisation and improv- 
ing its production of cooking and heating appliances. The 
trade was subject to fierce competition, however, and the board 
proposed to limit their competition to products on which they 
would specialise for the immediate future, and by that concen- 
tration there was a reasonable hope of making a profit. 

Accordingly, the investment has been written down thoroughly 
and until some reasonable arrangements are made among the 
producers of this class of goods we propose to limit our com- 
mitments and proceed with the utmost caution. 

The overseas selling companies have made modest. profits, 
which have been left in their accounts. 

Stock-in-trade, work in progress, etc., at £449,896, and sundry 
debtors at £546,985, reflect larger turnover. Both these large 
assets are good at the amounts stated. 

General investments, at £85,832, are less by £16,423 and are 
of a liquid character. 

On the liabilities side there is nothing special on which to 
comment. 


COST OF PRODUCTION 


The addition to our direct wages bill by increases of pay in 
1937 was in the neighbourhood of £25,000 per annum. We have 
also given our workers a week’s holiday with full pay. 

The prices of raw materials have also risen in several cases, 
and these additional charges have resulted in a marked increase 
in the overall costs of our products. We hope to be able to 
pass on a part of this increase to our customers, but we are 
not disregarding the savings we can effect by way of increased 
efficiency. 

THE POST OFFICE 

The expansion and development of the Post Office telephone 
system continued unabated. When they considered the system 
had increased by 50 per cent. since 1931, they could appreciate 
adequately the energy, foresight and ability displayed. The in- 
dustry had taken its part, not only in technique and production, 
but also in popularising the telephone through the medium of 
the Telephone Development Association. One of the main prob- 
lems now was to make the advantages of telephone service avail- 
able to those classes of the population with lower income levels. 
Since 1928 the company had progressively reduced the price of 
equipment to the Post Office, which was now paying about 
£70 for equipment that would have cost them £100 in 1928, and 
that in spite of increased wages, increased cost of materials, 
increased taxation, and increased cost of social services. That 
striking contribution to telephone development could only have 
been borne by increased efficiency. 


EXPORT BUSINESS 


The total value of our export orders constitutes a record and 
covers 60 different countries overseas. During the year 22 
countries were visited by officers of the company, including a 
visit by myself to Venezuela, British West Indies and Portugal, 
and a month ago to Poland. 

Their order book ensured a full factory putting ‘‘ recession ”’ 
entirely out of the vocabulary, and he promised at least as 
good results as those before the meeting. Personally, he thought 
they would do better. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

BRITISH ROPES 
RECORD PROFIT 


MR. HERBERT SMITH’S REVIEW 


The Sixteenth Ordinary General Meeting of British Ropes, 
Limited, was held, on 31 March, at Abercorn Rooms, Great 
Eastern Hotel, E.C. 

Mr. Herbert Smith (the chairman) said: The ordinary share 
capital has been increased by £112,061, occasioned by the issue 
to existing shareholders of 896,488 new ordinary shares. The 
premium realised on the issue of these shares is shown under the 
heading of ‘‘ general reserve,’’ and after writing off against the 
share premium account various expenses in connection with 
the issue, the general reserve amounts to £371,565. The directors 
recommend the further strengthening of the general reserve 
by the transfer of £25,000 out of the profits for the current 
year. Sundry creditors and credit balances are higher than at 
December, 1936, and reflect the expansion in the company’s 
business, 


COMPLETION OF LEITH WORKS 


The Leith works are now completed, and they are one of the 
most modern and best equipped plants of their kind in Great 
Britain; the extensive programme of adapting and renewing 
machinery and buildings at our other factories is well under way, 
and when completed our plants will be representative of the most 
modern industrial practice. In this connection I should like 
to draw your attention to the depreciation and obsolescence 
reserve, Which now stands at £276,401, and it is the aim of the 
board to build up a strong reserve, at the same time maintaining 
the plants in perfect condition. 


RAND 


Investments in subsidiary companies now stand in the balance 
sheet at £246,109, an increase over last year of nearly £140,000, 
occasioned in the main by the formation of Rand Ropes, Limited. 
This company is a wholly owned subsidiary, and has a very 
up-to-date wire mill and ropery situated at Germiston. I have 
just returned from South Africa and ain very satisfied with the 
general lay-out of the works, and also with the trading pros- 
pects of the new company. Production has been commenced, 
but it will probably be some months before they are running 
to normal capacity output. Our other subsidiary companies have 
enjoyed very satisfactory trading during 1937. When considering 
the increase in the value of stocks on hand, you must bear in 
mind that British Ropes’ trading activities have been graduall 
but continuously, broadened during the last few years, meee | 
has necessitated the holding of larger stocks. Unfortunately, 
the closing months of 1937 witnessed a very heavy fall in com- 
modity values and this has adversely affected the profits of 
the company, since stocks on hand have been taken on our 
normal basis of cost or market price, whichever is the lower. 

The profit for the year is the highest recorded in the history 
of your company. This profit amounts to £256,769, as compared 
with £211,576 for last year. This improvement is the more 
satisfactory as the full benefits of the additional capital which 
was introduced through the issue of ordinary shares in Feb- 
tuary 1937 could not be reflected in the current year’s profits. 


ROPES LIMITED 


HOME AND EXPORT TRADE 


Home trade during the year has been satisfactory. During 
the early part of the year we were particularly busy, and 
although trade has since slackened off, I have every confidence 
in the future of the company, and in its ability to earn adequate 
profits and to maintain the payment of dividends. 

During the last few years the export trading conditions of 
your company have been disappointing, and this year has not 
shown any great improvement. If export trade is to increase, 
then there must be a better understanding between the nations 
of Europe and those of the Far East, and until these conditions 
are established trade must, of necessity, suffer. 

During the last two years there have been set aside with your 
approval certain sums to form the nucleus of a staff pension 
scheme; and we propose to allocate a further £13,000 this year, 
making £28,500 in all, to enable the scheme to be put into 
operation immediately. 


THE DIVIDEND 


Lastly, ladies and gentlemen, you will note that the directors 
propose to recommend a dividend of 25 per cent. for the year 
ended 31 December 1937. I would remind you that this divi- 
dend is on the ordinary share capital, which has been increased 
by one-third during the year. 

I have now pleasure in moving: ‘‘ That the report and 
accounts of the company, as at 31 December 1937 be adopted, 
that the dividend on the six per cent. cumulative preference 
shares already paid for the year to 31 December 1937 be con- 
firmed, together with the dividend for the six months to 
30 June 1937 on the seven per cent. preferred ordinary shares, 
and that dividends be paid for the six months to 31 December 
1937, on the seven per cent. preferred ordinary shares, and at 
the rate of 25 per cent. per annum, less tax, on the ordinary 
shares for the year ended 1937.” 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





COMPANY MEETING 
VICKERS LIMITED 
MR. A. A. JAMIESON’S SURVEY 


The Seventy-first Annual General Meeting of Vickers Limited 
was held on 1 April at the Hotel Victoria, Northumberland 
Avenue, London, W.C. 

Mr. A. A. Jamieson (the chairman of the board), presiding, 
said :— 

The first feature in the accounts to which I propose to call 
attention is the redemption of £2 million five-and-a-half per 
cent. debenture stock. This was repaid at 103 on 1 December 
1937, the earliest moment permissible under the trust deed. 

The accounts show that the net profits for the past year were 
£1,351,056, an increase of £188,446 compared with 1936. 


VICKERS-ARMSTRONGS LIMITED 


I am pleased to report that Vickers-Armstrongs Limited has 
earned sufficient profit to pay £863,171 in dividends, an increase 
of £103,487. 

The policy of re-equipping and extending the works of Vickers- 
Armstrongs and its associated and subsidiary companies has 
been continued during 1937. 

The works of the Vickers-Armstrongs companies have been 
fully occupied during 1937, but it must be remembered that large 
contracts take more than one year to complete and it is not 
the company’s custom to take profits on these until delivery 
has been effected. 

During the year orders were received from the British 
Admiralty for the aircraft-carriers Tlustrious, Victorious, and 
Indomitable, the cruiser Nigeria, and the submarines Thistle, 
Triad, and Truant. We also received an order for two 
destroyers from the Brazilian Government. We now have in 
hand in various stages of construction 23 warships. 

During the year we leased the Scotswood works previously 
owned by Sir W. G. Armstrong Whitworth and Company 
(Engineers) Limited. With Government approval we are carry- 
ing out substantial modifications and improvements to make 
these works suitable for armament production. 

The company is still unable to meet the demands made upon 
it by foreign countries at the same time as those of the defence 
services. Jt must be remembered that we are largely an arma- 
ment firm, and, in fact, I believe, the only firm in the world 
with such a wide range of armament products. When the de- 
mands of the defence services become more normal our problem 
will be a difficult one, 


ENGLISH STEEL CORPORATION 


The English Steel Corporation had a record output, all de- 
partments having been employed to capacity. There has been 
an inerease in the trading profits, which at £1,317,399 are 25 
per cent. higher than those of 1936. ‘The increased profits are 
inore than absorbed by the income tax and National Defence 
Contribution, for which provision has had to be made. 

The capacity of the works has been considerably extended. 
Recent engineering requirements have necessitated the casting 
of ingots of 230 tons weight, which are the largest produced in 
this country. 


VICKERS (AVIATION) LIMITED 


30th works have been fully employed, and considerable addi- 
tions have been made to the plants. The oye for the year 
were moderately satisfactory. You will be pleased that in 
technical development we have achieved great success. 


METROPOLITAN-CAMMELL CARRIAGE AND WAGON 
COMPANY 


The Carriage and Wagon Company has had another successful 
yeur. The net profit after taking credit for dividends from the 
Midland Railway-Carriage and Wisden Company Limited and 
the Patent Shaft and Axletree Company Limited is £222,924, 
compared with £142,950. 


ROLLING STOCK WORKS 


lhe rolling stock works had a satisfactory year and deliveries 
show an increase of 68 per cent. over 1935. The value of orders 
in hand is appreciably higher than for many years. In 1937 the 
company received an order for 700 coaches from the London 
Passenger Transport Board for their tube services. This is the 
largest rolling stock order ever placed in this country. 

A welcome feature is that apart from the London Passenger 
Transport Board contract, export work has represented some 
55 per cent, of the orders received. South Africa has been a 
good customer, and apart from large wagon orders there is now 
under construction a number of air-conditioned coaches for the 
de luxe service between Capetown and Johannesburg. 

The margin of profit generally has shown an improvement, 
but is still small compared with other trades. The results 
obtained are due largely to the concentration of capacity which 
has taken place in recent years and to the up-to-date equipment 
of the works. 


OTHER SUBSIDIARY COMPANIES 


With two exceptions (Spanish and Irish companies) every sub- 
sidiary company had a satisfactory year and each has contri- 
buted by way of dividend to the profits of the parent companies. 
Disposal of our Irish interests has been negotiated.

Similar 
action to that of this country was taken by Sweden, Norway and Denmark on 28 September 1931, by Japan on 14 December 1931, by 
the United States on 19 April 1933, by the Netherlands on 27 September 1936, and by France on 30 June 1937. The gold content of the 
United States dollar was reduced by 40-94 per cent. on 1 February 1934; that of the Czechoslovak crown by one-sixth on 19 February 
1934, and by a further 16 per cent. on 9 October 1936; that of the belga by 28 per cent. on 1 April 1935; and that of the lira by 40-94 
per cent. on 7 October 1936. The French france was devalued from 65} milligrammes of gold (0-900 fine) to between 43 and 49 milli- 
grammes on 27 September 1936, and on the same date the gold content of the Swiss franc was reduced from 290 milligrammes to between 


190 and 215 milligrammes.

As regards the other principal European currencies, 
the widest movement shown by the London rates on 
balance in March was in respect of lire, the average 
rate moving against sterling in each of the first four 
weeks of the month, particularly in the third week; 
the pound recovered slightly in the last week, but 
showed a depreciation of about one per cent. during 


the 12th, but a further reaction to 1623 on the 14th; 
during the remainder of the third week movements 
were erratic, the highest quotation of the month

The London rates on New York and Montreal closed 
at 5020 for both centres on 28 February; on 5th March 
the rates had improved to 5-014 and on the 12th to 
4-990 and 4993, respectively. By the 19th the im- 
provement in the United States dollar rate (4958) had 
become noticeably greater than that for the Canadian 
dollar (4-988), while in the fourth week there was not 
much change in the rates for either currency. The 
range of the closing rates during March was 4°954 
(18th) and 5°018 (1st to 3rd) for the United States 
dollar, and 4978 (16th) and 5-019 (1st) for the 
Canadian dollar, the final quotations on the 31st, viz. 
4:966 and 5-000, representing a depreciation of sterling 
as compared with a month earlier of about one per 
cent. in relation to United States currency and 0:4 per

The rate for the Japanese yen, which had been held 
at 14d. since 6 October 1937, fell to 18¢3d. on 5 March 
and to 13}%d. on the 12th, but recovered to 13344, on 
the 29th. The Shanghai dollar rate was held at 143d, 
from 18 October 1937 to 15 March, when there was 
slight fall to 144d., followed by a further decline to 
14d. on the 21st. Movements were uncertain on the 
25th and 26th, but the rate fell sharply to 12d. (sellers) 
on the 28th. The closing quotation on the 31st (128d) 
showed sterling to have appreciated during the month 
by nearly 13 per cent. 

The rate recorded for the Argentine ‘‘ free ’’ peso 
was 19°08 to the £ on 28 February, as compared with 
18:08 on 31 January, and during March this currency 
depreciated further. The movement was against the 
peso up to the 9th March, a quotation of 19°70 being 
recorded at one time on that day, but by the 18th the 
rate had improved to about 19:10. For the remainder 
of the month the peso again depreciated, a rate rather 
above 20 to the £ being recorded on the last four days, 
this quotation being the highest since the paper peso 
was instituted in January 1935. On balance the peso 
depreciated during March by about 5 per cent., follow- 
ing a depreciation of about 6 per cent. in each of the 
preceding two months. The official selling rate was 
unchanged at 16°00 to the £ during March.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN FEBRUARY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals —The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during February 1938 with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 6,298,000 tons and showed an 
increase of 144,000 tons (2°3 per cent.) as compared 
with February 1937. Increases were recorded for five 
of the trading areas specified in the returns, the largest 
relating to ‘* North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ and 
Australasia. There was, on the other hand, a marked 
decline in the tonnage with cargo which arrived from 
the Atlantic Coast of South America, due no doubt to 
the considerable reduction in imports of wheat and 
maize from the Argentine. As regards the nationalities 
of the vessels concerned, British tonnage was higher 
by 154,000 tons (4 per cent.) and Norwegian by 98,000 
tons (25 per cent.), while there were reductions of 
61,000 tons (17 per cent.) and 55,000 tons (15 per 
cent.), respectively, in the case of German and United 
States vessels. The British proportion of the tonnage 
that arrived with cargo increased from 59 per cent. in 
February 1937 to 60 per cent. in February 193 





The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,265,000 tons, or 78,000 tons (3°3 per 
cent.) less than in February 1937. British and 
Norwegian tonnage showed small increases of 29,000 
tons (2 per cent.) and 16,000 tons (13 per cent.), 
respectively, while German tonnage was less by 32,000 
tons (15 per cent.), but the total net decrease was 
primarily due to a decline of 86,000 tons (23 per cent.) 
shown for ‘‘ Other Nationalities,’’ chiefly in respect of 
Spanish, Swedish and Japanese vessels. The British 
share of the total net tonnage that arrived in ballast 
rose from 57 per cent. in February 1937 to over 60 per 
cent. in February 1938. Of the total British arrivals 
with cargo and in ballast, the proportion in ballast was 
between 26 and 27 per cent. in each month. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during February 1988 from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
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4,872,000 tons, being 209,000 tons (4:1 per cent.) less 
than in February last year. About three-fourths of 
this decrease was accounted for by a reduction in 
the tonnage departing with cargo for ‘‘ Northern 








furope (Foreign).’’ There was, on the other hand,

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
recorded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 8,681,000 tons and showed an increase of 
199,000 tons (5°7 per cent.) as compared with Feb- 
wary 1937. British tonnage increased by 162,000 tons 
(§ per cent.) and Norwegian by 106,000 tons (34 per 
ent.), while there was also a large proportionate rise 
of 22,000 tons (41 per cent.) in the case of French 
vessels. German tonnage, on the other hand, 
decreased by 70,000 tons (27 per cent.). The British 
proportion of the total tonnage that departed in ballast 
rose from 56 per cent. in February 1937 to 574 per cent. 
in February 1988. Of the total British tonnage that 
departed the proportion in ballast rose from 39 to 41 
per cent.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE 
DUMPING DUTY ON RUBBER BELTING 


The Department of Overseas Trade has been in- 
formed, by telegram, by H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner in Australia that the Commonwealth Minister of 
Trade and Customs has referred to the Tariff Board the 
question of the necessity for the operation of Section 4 
of the Customs Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act in 
respect of rubber belting originating in or exported 
from the United Kingdom. 4 

Section 4 of the Act mentioned provides that, when 
it is proved that goods exported to Australia of a class 
or kind produced or manufactured in Australia have 
been or are being sold to an importer in Australia at 





an export price which is less than the fair market valye 
of the goods at the time of shipment and that detrj. 
ment may thereby result to an Australian industry, 
dumping duty may be imposed of a sum which repre. 
sents the difference between the fair market value o} 
the goods at the time of shipment and the export price, 
Regulation No. 99/1924 provides that generally the 
difference between the two values must be over 5 per 
cent. before the dumping duty can be imposed. 

The Act provides that enquiry and report must be 
made by the Tariff Board to ascertain whether the 
requirements contained in the Act have been fulfilled, 
The additional duties may then be imposed on pub. 
lication of a notice in the Australian Government 
‘* Gazette.”’ 


COTTON CONDENSER YARN AND COCONADA

QUEENSLAND EXPORT TRADE 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Brisbane reports that the 
exports from Queensland during the six months endeg 
31 December last are the highest for at least the last seven 
years and provide some indication of the improved purchas. 
ing power of the State. 

The following items account for about 85 per cent, of 
Queensland’s export revenue:—Lead, £775,720; butter, 
£1,395,407 ; beef, £1,875,392; sugar, £3,583,267; and woo! 
(greasy), £5,003,758. 

The average export value of sugar is nearly £A.9 per ton, 
the net realisation to the producers being £A.8 per ton, 
The heavy shipments, the additional value of which wa 
just over £1 million as compared with the similar period in 
1936, reflect the largest yield recorded in the history of 
Queensland. 

The quantity of greasy wool increased by one million 
pounds weight, but the value increase was nearly £A]] 
miliion, and was due to improved prices received. 

Butter exports show a more favourable season in pro- 
ducing areas, as although for more than 12 months prior to 
the last quarter of 1937 drought conditions had prevailed 
in the main dairying districts, rain brought very rapid 
improvement, and further heavy rains in January 1938 over 
wide areas indicate every prospect of butter production 
reaching greater heights. 

The Trade Commissioner adds that these rains have 
assured a good season for farmers, dairymen, pastoralists 
and graziers, and, although there is no certainty as to the 
course of export prices, it seems certain that further large 
quantities of beef, butter and wool will be available for 
shipment during the next few months.

CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1937 


The total value of imports (excluding specie) in 1937 
was £2,219,429, as compared with £1,485,716 in 1936, an in- 
crease of £733,713, or 49-38 per cent., states a preliminary 
report issued by the Government of Cyprus Information 
Office in London. The value of exports was £2,180,048, as 
compared with £1,594,815 in the previous year, an increase 
of £585,233, or 36-70 per cent. 


The most noticeable increases in imports were from the 
United Kingdom (machinery, sugar, woollen manufactures, 
motor cars and chassis); British India (flour); Roumania 
(timber, benzine, and petroleum); and Australia (flour). 
Syria, Japan and Bulgaria were the only countries which 
showed a decrease as compared with the figures for 1936. 


Germany was, in the year under review, the largest 
customer of the Colony, taking 25-22 per cent. of the total 
value of exports, principally in mining products. The 
United Kingdom came second with 23-97 per cent., ground 
and seed carobs, almonds and wool showing increases, while 
exports of whole curobs, raw cotton, lemons and asbestos 
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decreased The United States ranked third in countries of 
destination with 9-93 per cent., due principally to in- 
creased shipments of wool and asbestos. Mining products 
accounted chiefly for increased exports to Holland, Belgium, 
Roumania and Denmark; commodities responsible for the 
increase to France were wool and cupreous pyrites, and to 
Norway and Sweden, oranges. Considerable shipments of 
asbestos were made to Chile. 


The principal decreases in exports were in respect of 
whole carobs (due to the establishment of factories for the 
separation of seed and meal before export), raw cotton, 
hides and skins, lemons, cumin seed, and embroidery. The 
quantity of potatoes exported was larger than in 1936, but 
the value was smaller owing to the fall in price. 

The excess of imports over exports was £39,381. 


Tourtst TRAFFIC

Imports and exports in the first two months of the current 
year were valued at 8,180 million francs and 4,771 million 
frs., respectively, as compared with 6,999 million frs. and 
3,464 million frs., respectively in the corresponding two 
months of 1937, state figures recently received from the 
Department of Overseas Trade. The excess of imports over 
exports stood at 3,409 million frs., of which 2,594 million 
frs. represented foreign trade and 815 million frs. colonial 
trade. Compared with January, imports during February, 
4,288 million frs., showed an increase of 396 million frs., or 
10-2 per cent., exports, 2,319 million frs., a decrease of 133 
million frs., or 5-4 per cent. The proportion of the value of

The Board of Trade understand that, according to infor-

EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 444, dated 18 March 1938, which contains the 
text of a preliminary Commercial Agreement concluded 
hetween the Governments of the Union of South Africa and 
india by an exchange of notes, dated 8 March 1938. 


The Agreement provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of Customs duties and 
other taxes and charges levied on imports, and in all matters 
pertaining to the administration thereof, and any eventual 
form of foreign exchange control. Exemptions from most- 
favoured-nation treatment are made, however, as regards 
the preferential treatment accorded, or to be accorded, by 
either Government to other parts of the British Empire. — 


The Agreement came into force on 29 March, and, if rati- 
fied, will remain in force until superseded by a more compre- 
hensive commercial agreement or until the expiration of 
three months from the date on which the notice of its 
termination is given by either Government.

DrawBack Unper Section 9 oF THE FINANCE Act, 1932 


1. By the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 5) Order, 
1938, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved as from 
29 March 1938 a scheme for the allowance of drawback, sub- 
ject to the conditions set out below, on the exportation 
of the goods specified in the Table annexed hereto, in re- 
spect of solid insoluble quebracho extract used in the manu- 
facture thereof and on which duty has been charged under 
Part I of the Import Duties Act, 1932. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid) 
and to the terms of the scheme, which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the average quantities 
of material used by manufacturers generally in the exported 
goods as specified in the scheme (see Table). 

3. The rate of drawback specified in the scheme is 
1s. 81d. per ewt. of solid insoluble quebracho extract. In 
the case of fractions of a ewt. the amount of drawback will 
be calculated proportionately. 


4. The drawback is only allowed in respect of material 
imported, or delivered from bonded warehouse, on or after 
29 March 1938. 

5. General information as to the procedure to be followed 
by exporters of the specified goods who wish to claim 
drawback in respect of the specified material used in their 
manufacture, is contained in Notice No. 221 obtainable on 
application to the Secretary, Custom House, London, 
E.C.3, or any Collector of Customs and Excise.

Supsequent Re-EXPORTATION 


1. Dutv-free admission.—Where it is shown to the satis- 
faction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise that 
any goods chargeable with duty under Section 3 of the 
Finance Act, 1925 (McKenna Duties) (except cinematograph 
films), the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921 (Key 
Industry Duty), the Import Duties Act, 1932, or the Ottawa 
Agreements Act, 1932, are being imported solely for re- 
exportation after undergoing a process or repair in the 
United Kingdom which will not change their form or char- 
acter, the Commissioners may allow the goods to be imported 
free of any duty chargeable under those Acts, subject to 
compliance with the following conditions. 


2. Application to be made.—Applications to import goods 
duty-free for process or repair should be made to the local 
Collector or Surveyor of Customs and Excise, the nature of 
the process or repair being clearly stated. 


3. Ientry.—An import entry must be made on Form No. 
107 (Sale) in duplicate unless the import examination is to 
take place at the Landing Station (see paragraph 5), in 
which event it must be made in triplicate. In addition to 
the particulars required by the form, the nature of the 
intended process or repair, the name and postal address of 
the firm at whose premises it is to be undergone, and (if the 
goods are for repair) the place of import examination (see 
paragraph 5) must be stated. The entry must also contain a 
declaration that the goods are imported solely for the pur- 
pose of undergoing the process or repair specified and that 
they will be re-exported within a stated period, normally 
not exceeding three months. For goods liable to ad valorem 
duty satisfactory evidence of value (e.g. an advice letter) 
should be produced, and unless copies are available for 
official certification the original documents should be 
annexed to the entry. 


4. Security for duty.—The trader must enter into bond 
for removal of the goods to the premises where the process 
or repair is to be carried out and for the re-exportation of 
the goods within the time allowed. If transactions are 
recurrent a general bond should be given. 


5. Import examination.—The Revenue examination of 
goods imported for process will be made at the premises 
where the process is to be effected. Goods imported for 
repair wil] normally be examined at the repairer’s premises, 
but may be examined at the place of landing if the importer 
so desires, individual impofters being expected to follow a 
uniform procedure in this respect. Where the import exami- 
nation is made at the trader’s premises the goods must be 
re-cxported from the same premises, unless other arrange- 
ments have been specially approved by the Commissioners. 

When goods are examined at the Import Station the 
Landing Officer will hand the importer the triplicate copy 
of the entry, officially stamped, for production when the 
goods are presented for re-exportation. 

When goods are removed to an importer’s premises for 
examination, immediate notice of their arrival must be 
given to the Officer of Customs and Excise of the Station in 
which the premises are situated, and the packages must not 
be opened or interfered with except in his presence or by 
his authority. . 

Where the goods are not satisfactorily marked for identi- 
fication purposes, facilities must be given for establishing 
their identity to the satisfaction of the Officer by stamping, 


plombing, sampling or by such other means as he may 
require. 


6. Accounts for Process goods.—The trader who carries 
out the process should give each consignment a serial num- 
ber, which is to be used for identifying the goods until 
re-exported. It must be quoted on all relative documents. 
When convenient, however, the entry number and date may 
be used for this purpose. The trader must keep such accounts 
as will enable the receipt and disposal of all goods imported 
for process to be readily traced. The accounts must show 
the port and ship of importation, the date and number of 
the entry, and the quantity, description and identifying 
particulars of the goods imported and re-exported. The 
trader’s normal records may be adapted, where practicable,

for this purpose. The accounts, together with all relative 
invoices, packing slips, or other documents relating to thy 
goods must be available for inspection by the Officer as ang 
when he may require. 


7. Process goods. Completion of operation.—When th, 
process operation has been completed, and the goods ay 
ready for packing, the trader must complete the Notice ¢ 
Pack and Shipping Bill, Form No. 142 (Sale), in duplicate 
and send the duplicate to the Station Officer for his pre. 
mises in time to reach him not less than 24 hours before the 
time of packing specified in the Notice to Pack. Th 
packages must not be closed down until after the hour speqj. 
fied in the Notice to Pack unless the Officer has attende 
earlier to examine them. The original shipping bill shoulg 
be handed to the Officer who must be given all necessary 
facilities to examine and identify the goods. After the pack. 
ing the trader must send the original shipping bill to the 
port in time to reach the Export Officer before the goods arg 
produced for shipment. 


8. Despatch of goods and production at shipment.—Before 
delivery from the premises each package must have affixed 
to it a card on which is printed or written in bold characters 
—‘‘ Under bond. To be produced to the Officer of Customs 
and Excise at...... (the name of the port or (in Lon. 
don) the Shipping Station).’’ The goods must be produced 
to an Officer of Customs and Excise at the place of ship. 
ment, and are subject to such further examination as he 
may require. 


9. Repaired goods. Examination before re-exportation— 
If the goods were examined on importation at the trader’s 
premises the provisions of paragraphs 7 and 8 (or 10) will 
apply. 

If the goods were examined at the Landing Station they 
must be produced to an Officer of Customs and Excise for 
examination at the exporter’s premises, or at a warehouse 
approved for the deposit of the same class of goocls where 
an Officer is in constant attendance, or at the place of ship- 
ment. In such cases the trader must produce to the Officer 
the triplicate copy of the entry (see paragraph 5), and the 
procedure of paragraphs 7 and 8 (or 10) must be followed so 
far as applicable—except that if the goods are presented 
for examination at the place of shipment the Notice to Pack 
on Form No. 142 (Sale) should be cancelled and both copies 
of the form marked boldly ‘‘ Ship’s side examination.” 


10. Exportation by authorised Post.--The procedure in 
paragraph 7 should be followed, except that the combined 
Form of Notice to Pack, Shipping Bill, and Certificate of 
Posting, Form No. 142A (Sale), should be used instead of 
Form No. 142 (Sale). Each postal packet must bear an 
official Label, C. and E. No. 83, supplies of which can be 
obtained from the Officer. The trader must present the 
original shipping bill with the goods at the Post Office, and 
on completion of the Certificate of Posting by the Post Office 
official the form should be forwarded to the Officer. 


11. Shipment as stores.—Information as to procedure can 
be obtained on application to the Station Officer. 


12.—Officer’s attendance—charges.—No charge will ordi- 
narily be made for attendance by Officers at trader’s premises 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., but the Commis. 
sioners of Customs and Excise reserve the right to require 
payment for attendance where they see fit. In the event of 
an abortive attendance (e.g. if a packing is delayed or 
abandoned) or if attendance is given for the trader’s con- 
venience outside the hours of 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. a charge at 
the regulated rate, with a minimum of half an hour, will 
be made in respect of the attendance thus given.

GAMBIA 
BASIS OF VALUATION FOR DUTY 


The Colonial Office have been informed by the Governor 
of the Gambia (by telegraph) that certain changes in the 
Customs tariff treatment of goods entering the Colony came 
into effect on 1 April. 

For the purpose of assessing the duty on goods chargeable 
with ad valorem rates of duty (previously calculated on an 
f.o.b. basis) the system introduced in Nigeria recently (see 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 22 July 1937, page 127) 
has been adopted in the Gambia. 

It is understood that the ad valorem rates of duty have 
been reduced by approximately one-tenth of the existing 
rates. 

Particulars of the revised duties will be published as soon 
as they become available.

QUOTAS ON WOOLLEN AND WORSTED 
TISSUES AND ELECTRIC FILAMENT LAMPS 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of the following 
Orders made by the Executive Council on 25 March 1938 :—

The Order at (i) appoints the period 1 May to 31 October 
as the ‘‘ Fourth Period’’ under the Order relating to the 
quotas on woven woollen and worsted tissues which are 
more than ls. 3d. per square yard and not more than 2s. 
per square yard in value, and fixes the quota for the period 
at 400,000 square yards. 

The Order at (ii) appoints the period 1 May to 31 October 
as the ‘‘ Ninth Period ’’ under the Order relating to quotas 
on woven woollen and worsted tissues which exceed 2s. per 
square yard in value, and fixes the quota for the period at 
250,000 square yards. 

The Order at (iii) appoints the period 1 May to 31 July 
as the ‘‘ Sixth Period ’’ under the Order relating to quotas 
on certain electric filament lamps, and fixes the quota for 
the period at 15,000 lamps. 

The Order at (iv) appoints the period 1 May to 31 July 
as the ‘‘ Fourth Period ’”’ under the Order relating to quotas 
on certain electric filament lamps of low voltage, and fixes 
the quota for the period at 20,000 lamps. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin 
reports that two further Emergency Imposition of Duties 
Orders (Nos. 138 and 139) have been introduced, which pro- 
vides for the imposition of further Customs duties on certain 
goods, as follows :—

ECUADOR 
SURCHARGE ON IMPORT DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Quito reports, by telegraph, that 
an Ecuadorean Decree, dated 2 March, applies, until further 
notice, the 50 per cent. surcharge of the Customs duties to 
imports from the following countries: —The United King- 
dom, Arabia, Austria, Bulgaria, Canada, China, Salvador, 
Spain, Straits Settlements, Estonia, Finland, Greece, Hun- 
gary, French East Indies, British India, Indo-China, Iraq, 
Jamaica, Kordofan, Lithuania, Nigeria, Norway, Palestine, 
Persia, Portugal, Roumania, Syria, Sudan, Sweden and 
Zanzibar. 

This surcharge is imposed on imports from countries 
whose balance of trade on the basis of the 1937 trade figures 
is unfavourable to Ecuador by more than 30 per cent. 

The Decree provides, further, for the withdrawal of the 
exemption from the 50 per cent. surcharge previously 
accorded to paper for newsprint, common satiny paper for 
printing, cardboard and ‘“‘ cartulina,’’ faience and pottery 
and unmanufactured or semi-manufactured raw materials. 

The withdrawal of this concession arises from the recent 
decision of the Ecuadorian Government by Decree No. 124, 
dated 30 December 1937, to suppress all exemptions from 
Customs duties, consular fees, port taxes and other taxes 
chargeable on the importation of goods into Ecuador, other 
than the exemptions granted to members of the Diplomatic 
and Consular Services. 


FRANCE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON MUSSELS 


The French ‘“ Journal Officiel ’? of 31 March contains a 
Decree, dated 29 March, which provides that between 
1 April and 15 October of each year the import of mussels 
(ex Tariff No. 50) into France is to be subject to licence.

H.M. Consul-General at Mukden has forwarded a trans- 
lation of the revised Manchurian Export and Import Cus- 
toms ‘Tariff which was promulgated on 20 December 1937 
and enforced as from 1 January last. The classification of 
import commodities has been fundamentally revised and the 
number of classifications and sub-classifications greatly in- 
creased; there are now 1,230 headings in the new import 
tariff. There has been a tendency towards the substitution of 
specific for ad valorem duties, and the metric system of 
weights and measures has been introduced. Increases in the 
tates of duty appear to have been, in general, restricted to 
luxury articles. Export duties have been abolished with the 
exception of those on twenty commodities, and surtaxes dis- 
appear in both export and import tariffs.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms;

the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com. 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informa- 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
